1 1 14 The PTO explained that since an RCE filing is a reply under 35 U.S.C. 132, the applicant maybe 
entitled to patent term adjustment if the Office does not act on an application containing a request for 
continued examination under §1.1 14 within four months. See 35 U.S.C. 1 54(b)(1) (A) (ii). Thus, the Office 
cannot delay action on RCE applications for three months to determine whether an information disclosure 
statement will be filed. The Office, however, is adopting provisions (§ 1. 1 03(c)) for a limited suspension of 
action after the filing of a request for continued examination under §1.114, for the applicant to obtain 
additional lime (prior to the issuance of the next Office action ) to provide an information disclosure 
statement (or amendments, or an affidavit or declaration) after the filing of the RCE. See Notice of August

The Office will not suspend action in an application when a reply by the applicant is outstanding. 35 U. S. C. 
1 33 requires an applicant to "prosecute the application " within six months of an Of/ice action (or a shorter 
period as set in the Office action) to avoid abandonment of the application, (fan applicant pies a request 
for continued examination but does not also provide any submission (in reply to the prior Office action) 
within the period for reply to the prior Office action, the application is abandoned by operation of law (35 
U.S.C. 133). 

The Office will treat a request for continued examination under § 1.114 containing a bona fide 
submission that is not fully responsive to the prior Office action under the practice set forth in § 1. 135(c). 
In addition, under the limited suspension of action provisions of§ 1. 103(c), an applicant must still file a 
request for continued examination practice in compliance with § 1.114, but may obtain additional lime 
(prior to the issuance oft he next Office action) to provide an information disclosure statement, amendments, 
or an affidavit or declaration after the filing of the request for continued examination.
